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Foreword 


HE usual prayer meetings of churches in the 

past generation seem to be dying out rapidly, 
and in many places the need is being felt for 
something which must replace them if the great 
spiritual value of small groups meeting together 
regularly for prayer is not to be lost to the Church 
of Christ. This little book grew out of a series of 
such services as are contained here which were 
held on Friday nights over a period of some months 
in one of the churches in New York. It is offered 
here in the hope that this type of corporate serv- 
ice may reach a wider circle of persons desirous 
of meeting together for public prayer; and, also, 
that it may lead others to experiment with other 
and better forms of prayer. The hymns suggested 
are those suitable ones, best known to the greater 
number of Christian people. Other appropriate 
hymns, of which there are very many, may be 
selected at the discretion of the missioner or 
leader.

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Introduction 


very believer in a personal God rejoices in all 
iz that strengthens a life of prayer. The hope 
that many people may find these prayers and 
meditations helpful awakens the desire to say the 
most encouraging things possible on behalf of this 
little book. Here is another call into the realm 
of the spirit—a call that betokens and stimulates 
a life of faith which is the heart of all prayer. 
Nothing shows our attitude toward God better 
than our prayers. ‘The obvious lack of prayer 
today is a tacit avowal of much unbelief or doubt. 
People are asking on all sides: “Do you really think 
that the God of Nature, the God of law, the God 
of this great universe, really answers prayer?” 
To many thoughtful persons it seems incredible 
that prayers are really answered, and the results 
of such doubts are seen on all sides. Quite obvi- 
ously it is going to take more than a book of 
prayers to restore faith; and of course such a 
book will only be used by those who already be- 
lieve. But the more people pray, the easier will 
it be for others to return to prayer. The more 
explicit the awakening of faith after the long night 
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of doubt, the sooner will honest seekers find their 
way home to God. 

It is with a very sincere prayer that this book 
may be widely used that I say these words on 
behalf of a return to faith. It may seem hard 
to believe, but it is really harder not to believe. 
It may seem illogical to believe, but here again, 
it is more logical to believe than to doubt. All 
the deepest instincts in us crave some foundation 
for our efforts. All our efforts are built upon some 
such assumptions. Our own freedom teaches us 
the first lesson in the understanding of God’s 
freedom. After all, He is Spirit; and so are we. 
We meet in this inner world, this world of per- 
sonality, this world of final reality—this world 
of faith. Here is the seat of authority for a life 
of prayer. How thankful may we be that the expe- 
rience of the arts as well as the learning of the 
sciences all ultimately converge in the mysterious 
center of the spirit! How gladly then may we 
renew our faith in the person of the Holy Spirit! 
In fellowship with Him prayer becomes the very 
breath of the soul. Nothing is sadder than the 
struggle of a soul when faith is gone. All our 
violent denials are in reality protests against the 
intolerable condition of darkness. All our arguing 
is a cry for light. Every soul longs for real fel- 
lowship with its Creator. Though we think we 
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doubt, we know we long to believe. We all believe 
in faith and we want others to be faithful. We 
are weary of negations. The heart of humanity 
hungers for certainties. Honest seekers want to 
know that someone has really seen the Promised 
Land. The lovers of beauty rejoice that the mas- 
ters have seen visions of beauty; the lovers of 
goodness rejoice that the pure in heart have seen 
God. Goodness is as certain to find response as 
beauty; and these two tell us that God is true. 
He has spoken in His holiness: we worship Him 
in beauty, we love Him in truth. He is above all 
and in all. 

The man of God speaks of that which he knows. 
His face tells the story. Its radiance, its purity 
are its truth. They who climb the mount shine 
and we know that they have been with Him. Let 
us go where they have been. Let us get more faith 
from the faithful. Faith is like fire; it leaps from 
coal to coal. It is caught rather than taught. The 
way of faith is profoundly social and moral just 
as much as personal and emotional. 

“The returning tide of faith” gives us great 
reason for hope. To awaken to the light of a 
new day with bright radiance bursting over the 
eastern horizon is to rejoice already in the glory 
of the Lord. The light has come. The glory of 
the Lord has been revealed—all flesh will see it. 
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The day is at hand. More and more little bands 
will go off into “A Quiet Room.” More and more 
mighty powers will be manifest as the fires of 
faith are kindled. 

For all whom we lead and follow into this 
inner sanctuary we are profoundly grateful. To 
all who look thither we call with confidence and 
hope: “Come, for all things are now ready.” The 
keynote of all our prayers is a grateful expectancy. 
We know in whom we have believed. Prayer is 
not only an experiment, it is an experience. It 
gives meaning to all else. Before all else prayer 
is the great need today. The secrets are to be 
revealed to those who love Him and dare to seek. 
The door is wide open. He calls us into the upper 
room, into the joy of His presence, and into the 
very glory of His kingdom. May His voice speak 
clearly to all who read these words and may His 
Spirit guide many into a deeper and more fruitful 
life of devotion.

A DAY-OF PRAYER 


TN RECENT years the practice of holding days 
if devoted to intercession for the work of the 
Church of Christ has grown considerably. Usu- 
ally these Days of Prayer last from after the 
offering of the Holy Eucharist until Evensong. 

The day is divided into periods of a quarter of 
an hour, each of which constitutes a “watch,” and 
individual members make themselves responsible 
some time before for a watch. It is preferable to 
hold such a day in a side chapel if there is one. A 
Litany. desk placed at the altar rails provides a 
suitable place for watchers to pray at. It is advis- 
able to place a clock nearby the Litany desk, 
and to instruct persons sharing the day to come 
and stand at the side of the previous “watcher” 
about a minute before they are due to begin their 
own watch. 

It is sometimes found that people are very diffi- 
dent about spending a quarter of an hour in silent 
intercession unless they are mature in the devo- 
tional life. For this reason the following sug- 
gestions are made. If this outline of suggested 
intercession is used for a Day of Prayer it is 
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recommended that a copy should be placed on the 
Litany desk, and a typed copy put on the notice 
board some days before the Day of Prayer, in 
order that those intending to take part in it 
should have an opportunity to familiarise them- 
selves with the subjects about which they are going 
to be asked to pray. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR USE OF MY WATCH IN 
A» DAY OF PRAYER 


I. Place yourself in the Presence of God, and 
remember: 


(i) GOD IS HERE. 


“The Lord is in his holy tem- 
ple; let the whole earth keep 
silence before him.” 


(ii) GOD LOVES. 


“God so loved ... that he 
gave his only-begotten Son.” 


(iii) GOD SAVES. 


“Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners.” 
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“O worship the Lord in the beauty of holi- 
ness: let the whole earth stand in awe of 
him.” 


II. Thank God for His manifold mercies. 
“O speak good of the Lord, all ye
